one officer on the motorcycle is 
in charge of traffic. At the sta­ 
tion there is assigned a 
night 
desk clerk who is also a finger­ 
print expert, being a member of 
the International Association for 
Identification,

state of California. 
During the 
day there is a regular officer at 
the complaint desk and a lady 
secretary, who is in charge of 
filing and all records. This will 
give you a fairly good picture of 
the department as to personnel,

Pave At Cost 
Mr. 
Davies 
states 
th at 
the 
County of Riverside w ill pave 
this street at cost if the property 
owners can raise the money. This 
amounts to 75 cents per lineal 
foot for a 20-foot paved street— 
or 37% cents per front foot for 
property ow neis along each side 
of the street. This money will 
have to be raised w ithin the next 
three weeks or the county will 
not pave it a t this low price; the 
county is moving its equipm ent 
from this area at the end of that 
period. Then it will be necessary 
to postpone the paving for an ­ 
other year. 
An unsuccessful attem pt was 
made to raise the money for pav­ 
ing the street last season. 


City W ill Maintain 
It costs th e city out of state 


to m aintain Tam arisk Road. It 
would cost considerably less to 
m aintain it if the street w ere 
paved, it is pointed out. The city 
w ill continue to m aintain th e 
street if it is paved, according to 
reports. 
Because the W estern N ew spa­ 
p er Union, which owns 1320 feet 
fronting on Tam arisk (the old 
olive grove), has not offered to 
pay its share of the cost of p av ­ 
ing the street, Tam arisk Road 
r.roperty ow ners need help 
in 
paving the street. They are a sk ­ 
ing that other property ow ners 
in that end of town, who are u s­ 
ing and shaking their cars to 
pieces on the terrible street, help 
them in raising the money for th e 
paving.

LOCAL LIONS 
HEAR THEIR 
DISTRICT GOV. 
Flaying communism naziism, 
fascism and other insidious for­ 
eign "isms" and pointing out the 
fine work of Lions Clubs in com­ 
batting the influences of these 
“isms'' in the Americas. Frank R. 
Harwood, postmaster of Santa 
Ana and Lions governor of Dis­ 
trict 4-E, delivered a stirring ad­ 
dress before this week s luncheon 
meeting of the Palm Springs 
Lions Club Thursday noon at the 
Palm Springs Hotel. 
Mr. 
Harwood 
demonstrated 
how Lionism is beginning to 
counteract the influences of for­ 
eign "isms” in South America. 
Real Americans are not interest­ 
ed in foreign “isms.” according to 
the speaker. 
"Persons who don't like th e 
way this country is run and who 
think Russian Communism or 
German Naziism is the thing 
should get out.” the speaker 
charged as the Lions broke into 
a thunder of applause. 
Lions clubs strive to make bet­ 
ter Americans and to perfect this 
nation against the encroachment 
of foreign ideas of government, 
stated the speaker. 
The Lions district governor 
discussed the 1939 Lions Interna­ 
tional convention held in Pitts­ 
burgh in July. Approximately 
10.000 persons attended this huge 
convention, he said. 
He told how Cuba campaigned 
for and finally won the 1940 con­ 
vention. which will be held next 
summer in Havana. Cuba sent 
a delegation of 350 men and 
women, he said. It also sent its 
naval band, an emmissary from 
the president and the most beau­ 
tiful float in the parade. 
A purse of several thousand 
dollars was raised in Cuba to 
hand to the Cuban delegation to 
use in entertaining other dele­ 
gates at the convention. Cuba 
presented its case well, and when 
the final vote was taken, Cuba 
got the 1940 convention by the 
small margin of 26-25. 
The speaker discussed the blind 
work of District 4-E. Each year 
this district gives a leader dog to 
some deserving blind person. The 
various Lions clubs also furnish 
glasses to needy school children 
in their towns. 
District Governor R. Harwood 
was introduced by A1 Gardiner. 
Joe Butler and Clarence Simp­ 
son each gave 5-minute autobio­ 
graphies during the meeting this 
week. The Lions were also en­ 
tertained by “Gene Barry and 
His Troubadours,” who play at 
the Palm Springs Hotel. 
This was the last meeting of 
the fall to be held at the Palm 
Springs Hotel.

two-hour parking limil in this lo­ 
cality which limit is obeyed by 
most of our visitors. However, 
many of our merchants and em­ 
ployees of business establish­ 
ments situated in what might be 
termed the congested district, 
leave their cars parked on the 
street for an indefinite period. I 
most sincerely solicit the coop­ 
eration of these individuals to 
alleviate this one and only real 
parking problem. 
Most every motorist is careful 
when driving through the school 
zones. However, there are a few 
who do not understand that 
speeding through these zones en­ 
danger the lives of children, more 
than Ihey can realize, inasmuch 
as a child usually acts upon im­ 
pulse and may run out in the 
middle of the street or into a 
pedestrian zone, paying no heed 
whatsoever to traffic. Therefore, 
it is paramount that a motorist 
must not only think for himself 
but for those children, and ob­ 
serve to the letter the speed regu­ 
lations in the school zones. 
Then there are the many irre­ 
sponsible people who wish to fol­ 
low those who have fared belter 
in life and who can afford lo 
leisure during the winter in Palm 
Springs. It is therefore necessary 
for the department to keep an 
ever vigilant eye open for th e 
floating population of what might 
we might term undersireables 
and weed out those that may be 
the cause of some debrodation. 
Where there has been no crime 
committed and we find that a 
person is here for a purpose other 
than seeking a livlihood through 
honest labor and that he roams 
from place to place at late hours 
of the night without visible 
means of support he is taken to 
the north city limits and told to 
leave Palm Springs and not re­ 
turn.As most all residents know, 
part of this city extends in and 
upon an Indian reservation where 
many intricate law enforcement 
problems exist. Three members 
of this department are commis­ 
sioned as special depufy officers 
in the Indian service for fhe pur­ 
pose of enforcing any law or 
regulation for the maintenance of 
order on the reservation. 
We are aboul to start construc­ 
tion of a pistol range for mem­ 
bers of the police department and 
any citizens desiring to become 
expert pistol shots. This cannot 
be done without some cost and 
as there is no provision in the 
budget for the construction and 
maintenance of a pistol range the 
work is progressing slowly at this 
time. However, we trust that it 
may be completed before Decem­ 
ber 7, upon which date fhe Riv­ 
erside County Peace Officers As­ 
sociation hold their annual meet­ 
ing in Palm Springs. 
We recently installed a new two­ 
way high frequency police radio 
set which I feel is "fops" for ef­ 
ficiency. The apparatus in use at 
police headquarters prior lo the 
installation of the new system 
was very inadequate and it was 
hard for the station to connect 
with the car at any distance or 
visa versa. With the present set 
we are capable of complete two­ 
way communication from any 
point within the city limits or 
should it be necessary for the car 
to leave the city and travel some 
distance upon an emergency case 
we still are in constant two-way 
communication. 
Nearly every 
day our station has a friendly 
conversation with the police de­ 
partment of Greensboro, North 
Carolina; also of 
Hollywood. 
Florida, and we are continually 
hearing police messages f r om 
states on the Eastern coast and 
through the Middle West over 
radio wave lengths which are the 
same as those assigned to this 
station. The radio along w i t h 
the telelype-wriler service keeps 
us in constant communication 
with each other and with the out­ 
side world. 
Police headquarters have been 
recently remodeled, and made 
more light and airy, thereby 
making pleasanter working con­ 
ditions for those whose duties 
coniine them inside the depart­ 
ment. A new filing room has been 
added so thal all the records are 
now in one place. We have a 
completely equipped dark room 
for taking and developing pic­ 
tures of prisoners and the taking 
of fingerprints. In other words, 
police headquarters is now a 
complete unit within itself and 
work therein is carried on under 
the same system and routine 
which has been adopted by po­ 
lice departments of large cities 
and the department functions ap­ 
proximately the same as if 
it 
were a precinct station connect­ 
ed with a large metropolitan po­ 
lice organization. 
In building up the department 
much credit should be given to 
our police commissioners who 
have always been ready and will­ 
ing to assist with anything which 
will ultimately result in the per­ 
manent improvement of the or- 
ganiaztion. 
In conclusion I wish again to 
thank you loyal citizens for your 
cooperation in the past and ex­ 
tend to you the facilities of the 
police department.

It was reported that the fol­ 
lowing applications for transfer 
of liquor licenses have been re­ 
ceived by the State Board of 
Equalization: Grover Inskeep to 
Harold W. Anderson and William 
Murray to M. H. Berg and Jim 
Countryman. 
Discuss City Manager 
Mayor Boyd discussed with the 
council for a few minutes th e 
proposition that Palm Springs 
should start considering 
the 
adoption of a city manager type 
of government. He pointed out 
the disadvantages of the present 
‘‘government by 
committees. 
Committee members are away 
during the summer and often 
busy during the winter, so they 
do not function as they should. 
Ultimately the people should 
have a right to consider the adop­ 
tion of the city manager plan, 
which takes government out of 
politics, the Mayor stated. 
It was suggested at the meet­ 
ing that a study should be made 
of how the city and police de­ 
partment in cooperation with 
each other can buy gasoline for 
equipment at a reduced rate by 
signing a contract for a year. It 
was pointed out that other cities 
save the taxpayers money by 
contracting for their gasoline 
rather than buying it at the 
straight retail price. 
New Board Members 
A resolution was passed in­ 
creasing the size of the city ad­ 
visory rpcreation board 
from 
seven to nine members and ap­ 
pointing Lloyd Simon and Mil­ 
ton Hicks as the new board mem­ 
bers.An ordinance was introduced 
which would amend the building 
code in this one respect: it would 
provide that either a “licensed” 
or “master" electric or plumbing 
contractor could serve on th e 
board of examiners and appeals. 
According to the building code 
as it now stands, only a “licens­ 
ed" plumbing or electrical con­ 
tractor can serve on the board. 
Knupp Appointed 
A resolution was passed ap­ 
pointing C. V. Knupp to the 
board of examiners and appeals. 
It was pointed out that the board 
of examiners and appeals, which 
consists of one architect, tw o 
building contractors, one plumb­ 
ing contractor and one electric 
contractor; is for the purpose of 
assisting the building inspector in 
the interpreting of the building 
code. Mr. Knupp fills the va­ 
cancy left by John Clay Rapp. 
The following applications for 
dance permits were considered: 
Rogers Stables, Deep Well Guest 
Ranch, El Mirador Hotel, Bil-Al’s, 
The Desert Inn and the Plaza 
Cafe. Because an amendment to 
the present “dance permit ordin­ 
ance” is under consideration, a 
resolution was passed that the 
applicants be issued only 40-day 
temporary permits, to be in ef­ 
fect while satisfactory regulation 
is being agreed upon.

because they know that 
they can w atch their children 
carefully and thus keep them 
from contracting active tubercu­ 
losis.

shouldn’t our people become as

school grounds. 
L ast season’s exhibition m atches included 
such international professional stars as Les­ 
te r Stoeffen, Fred P erry and Ellsworth Vines. 
Each spring an invitational tournam ent brings 
the leading am ateurs to com pete here for 
honors. 
Our 1939 finalists included top ran k ­ 
ing Dorothy Bundy, w ho is seen daily on the 
D esert Inn C ourts; Lew W eatherall, a m em ber 
of the R acquet Club staff; Jack K ram er and 
W elby Van Horn, the sensations of this y ear’s 
Davis Cup and national cham pionship m atch­ 
es.

RICHARDSONS MESSAGE 


The Palm Springs Coordinating 
Council, organized last year to 
inaugurate a program of 
com­ 
munity recreation, 
has 
turned 
over that work to the 
newly- 
formed, official 
Palm 
Springs 
City Board of Recreation. T h i s 
board, under the 
direction' of 
Mayor Phillip Boyd 
and 
t h e 
Palm Springs City 
Council, 
is 
now carrying on an 
organized 
program of recreation for t h i s 
community. 
The members of the Coordinat­ 
ing Council feel that it might be 
of value to our community to re­ 
tain this organization, continuing 
its existence with the emphasis 
on some other phase of commun­ 
ity service. 
It is found from a 
study of the work of the 
one 
hundred and twenty-six coordin­ 
ating councils now operating in 
twenty-six 
California 
counties 
that no two of these groups oper­ 
ate exactly alike. They all have 
adapted themselves to the needs 
of their communities. 
The first coordinating council 
was organized in Berkeley, in the 
fall 
of 1919. August Vollmer, 
chief of police at Berkeley, 
to­ 
gether with the director of guid­ 
ance of the Berkeley city schools 
met each Tuesday for lunch 
to 
discuss certain individual welfare 
cases in which they were both 
interested. 
Soon they invited a 
psychiatrist, the chief 
of 
t h e 
health department, and the head 
of the welfare workers of the city 
to join them. A m aster plan was 
prepared in order that the v a­ 
rious community agencies might 
avoid duplication of 
effort 
in 
their welfare programs. 
A fter some years of effective 
work together this group decided 
to organize as the Berkeley Co­ 
ordinating Council. 
The purpose 
of this first official council w as 
to coordinate the work of all the 
agencies of the community 
en­ 
gaged 
in 
welfare work. They 
wished to increase the efficiency 
of all agencies through their co­ 
ordinated attempts to make their 
community a 
better place 
in 
which to live. 
Ten years later, in 1929, t h e 
Berkeley 
Coordinating 
Council 
was “discovered” by the Califor­ 
nia commission for the study of 
problem children. 
They spread 
the story of the unusual success 
attained by the Berkeley Coord­ 
inating Council in the handling 
of individual welfare 
problems. 
The council had succeeded in ef­ 
fectively coordinating commun­ 
ity resources to help individuals 
in need. It had created a better 
feeling among all 
welfare 
ag­ 
encies of the city and developed 
a changed attitude symbolic of 
greater mutual understanding. 
During the last ten years, as a 
result of the splendid work ac­ 
complished in Berkeley, one hun­ 
dred and twenty-five more 
co­ 
ordinating councils have been es­ 
tablished in twenty-six counties 
throughout the state of Califor­ 
nia. 
The work accomplished by 
these councils consists mainly of 
the following activities: Surveys 
of housing, health and economic 
conditions; extending boys’ a n d 
girls’ organizations, serving 
in­ 
dividual welfare cases, organizing 
health and safety programs, en­ 
couraging higher standards of 
home life, working for the im ­ 
provement of their communities 
in all ways, organizing and plan­ 
ning in a master plan all attem pts 
to secure financial aid for 
the 
welfare work of their communi­ 
ties, providing information serv­ 
ice regarding community needs, 
serving as a clearing-house 
for 
all existing community agencies, 
and in general coordinating all 
cooperative efforts for commun­ 
ity 
improvement 
without 
a t­ 
tempting to change existing plans 
or agencies. 
In short, the intention of a co­ 
ordinating council is not to inter­ 
fere in any way with the good 
work already being accomplished 
in a community, but simply 
to 
coordinate these efforts 
so that 
full advantage may be taken of 
the recognized principles of co­ 
operation and coordinated effort. 
The plan of operation of such 
a group is simple. 
Representa­ 
tives from all existing civic and 
social organizations may meet to­ 
gether monthly and discuss the 
work of their various organiza­ 
tions, 
These representatives act­ 
ing as a coordinating council may 
serve as a central organization to 
aid in the efficient handling of 
all the efforts of the 
different

house of Sharpe & Dohme, w hich 
consisted of a partnership of A. 
Sharpe. Charles and Luis Dohme. 
In the early 1880's Mr. Sharpe, 
desirous of devoting his full tim e 
to his drug store in 
B altim ore, 
turned 
over 
his 
interests 
in 
Sharpe & Dohme to Mr. Stauffen. 
Founds Drug Club 
"W hen the organization was in ­ 
corporated in 1895, shortly after 
th e rem oval of the executive of­ 
fices to New York, Mr. Stauffen 
w as named 
vice-president; and 
in 1906 he w as named m anaging 
directo r as well. 
“He was em inently successful. 
H e was founder of the D rug and 
Chemical Club of New York. 
“Since 
his 
retirem ent, 
Mr. 
Stauffen has m aintained his w in­ 
te r home here during the 
l a s t 
tw elve years and also a residence 
in New York City. 
“Surviving are two sons. E rn ­ 
est of Engelwood, New

of the M anufacturers' Trust C om ­ 
pany of New York

of Montclair, New Jersey.

Stauffen. his gifted and beloved 
wife, having preceded him m any 
years ago.

or allopath, as he is termed sci­ 
entifically. would go to some re- 
now'ned clinic in Europe and take 
up further study. In other cases, 
he would merely hang up a shin­ 
gle, confine h's work to a particu­ 
lar branch of medicine, and call 
himself a specialist. 
It was at th.s point, however, 
that the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation stepped into the picture. 
New discoveries in the diagnosis 
and treatm ent of various diseases 
and conditions were being made 
in this country and 
elsewhere. 
Laboratory 
methods were 
im- 
ptoved. the X-ray was perfected 
and refined, radium theapy was 
■s< d successfully. Other medical 
d' anees included better care of 
infants and infant feeding, pre- 
mtai and obstetrical care, better 
mderstanding and use of vita­ 
dnos 
and 
glandular 
extracts, 
icat 
treatments, 
chemotherapy 
•ad sugical technique. 
In other words, the science* of 
medicine and surgery became too 
complicated and 
improved 
f r 
any one man to become a master 
in all fields. The association real­ 
ized that the first thing to do was 
‘o improve its own 
house. 
So 
icy set to work and by tighten- 
ig up the restrictions on class A 
.edical schools, they cut down 
he number of these from several 
uindred to about 70. 
Secondly, 
they began to 
appoint 
various 
qualifying boards for the differ­ 
ent specialties. 
At the present time, before a 
ihysician can be recognized by 
Sis associates in medicine as an 
expert in his field, he must put 
in one or more years 
of 
post 
graduate study in some reputable 
clinic or hospital. Following this, 
he is given an examination by his 
particular qualifying board. 
1^ 
he is successful, he is then per­ 
mitted to represent himself as a 
specialist. 
One can easily see that 
this 
system of self criticism and self 
improvement imposed upon doc­ 
tors by their own profession is 
bound to raise the standards of 
medical care they can give. 
It 
is the only W’ay in which the pub­ 
lic can be assured of the best in 
medical and 
surgical 
skill. 
It 
represents a personal qualifica­ 
tion of doctors by means of edu­ 
cation and training. 
Various attem pts 
have 
been 
made in the past, and are now 
being made to grant certain prac­ 
titioners of the healing art the 
legal authority to enlarge their 
scope of work. 
The people 
are 
presented with ballot and asked 
to vote to give these men 
and 
women the right to perform cer­ 
tain medical procedures.

:ver, he had played a num ber of other roles in London theatres, and 
in 1926, w ent on tour in “The Farm er’s Wife.”

H enry IV” and “King H enry VIII," and today Shakespeare is Oli­ 
vier's favorite playw right.

Local Man 
Battles Blizzard 
To Kill Elk 


He m otored all the way to the 
wilds of Montana, he packed way 
into th e back country, he 
w as 
forced at one time to battle 
a 
m ountain blizzard to get back to 
his base camp, he slept out u n ­ 
der th e stars during the chill fall 
M ontana nights, he hunted w ith 
an ancient pioneer single - shot 
“buffalo rifle”—but in spite 
of 
all these hardships, H arry Mann 
of Palm Springs returned trium ­ 
phantly to the village last S un­ 
day, O ctober 29, having shot and 
killed a large six-point bull elk 
on his unique hunting trip. 
H arry Mann is proprietor 
of 
the 
Sportm en’s 
H eadquarters 
Rifle Range of Palm Springs and 
Lake A rrow head and is a 
well 
known Southern California 
gun 
collector. 
Ju st for the sport of 
it he goes hunting several times 
each year, using some type 
of 
gun w hich was popular with pio­ 
neers— and he always bags 
his 
game. 
This 
tim e 
Mann 
left 
Palm 
Springs on October 9 in company 
with F ran k Sincook, officer of 
the L ake Arrowhead police 
d e­ 
partm ent, and the two of them 
motored to Gardiner, 
M ontana, 
just n orth of 
Yellowstone 
N a­ 
tional Park. 
Sincock is a native 
of Ligingston, Montana, and is a 
proficient big-game hunter. 
Pack Trip 
Leaving their car a t 
Corw in 
Springs, near Gardiner, the two 
Californians packed into the back 
country about 15 miles to a wild, 
rem ote section in the m ountains. 
The second day 
after 
leaving 
Corwin Springs Mann shot a fine 
bull 
elk, 
using a 
.45 
caliber 
Sharps “buffalo rifle" m anufac­ 
tured in 1868. 
This gun, taken 
from his collection of old fire­ 
arms, is a single-shot rifle. This 
model w as known as “old 
re ­ 
liable” to the pioneers. 
Old Gun Powerful 
The Palm Springs m an stated 
this w eek th at the single 
shot 
was all th at was necessary from 
this pow erful old favorite of the 
early W est, for the elk practical­ 
ly fell in his tracks. 
Bear signs and 
tracks 
w ere 
seen every day with occasional 
tracks m easuring as m uch as 15 
inches across, “enough to m ake 
one reach up to pull his hat back 
down on his head,” according to 
Mann. 
In addition to the single-shot 
"buffalo rifle,” the Palm Springs 
man carried a .45 caliber 
C o l t 
“frontier revolver” as a side arm , 
to use in case he ran into a griz­ 
zly b ^ r and didn’t have tim e to 
reload th e single shot rifle after 
the first shot. 
This Colt “fron­ 
tier revolver” was owned at one 
time by the W ells-Fargo Express 
Company, and is so marked. 
Many Deer Seen 
Many deer w ere also seen by 
the Californians, but due to the 
extrem e 
dryness 
and 
lack 
of 
snow during most of th e trip for 
stalking and tracking, 
hunting 
was under considerable difficulty, 
it is reported. 
According to Mr. Mann, t h e y 
packed about 15 miles back into 
the m ountains. 
They hunted on 
horseback, but would dism ount 
to shoot. 
Besides the bull 
elk 
shot by Mann, one of the other 
men in the hunting party got a 
cow elk. 
A num ber of coyotes 
were shot. 
Caught in Blizzard 
It w as a cold 
hunting 
trip, 
Mann stated. 
A t nights the th e r­ 
m om eter dropped to about 20 d e­ 
grees, and they w ere sleeping out 
under the stars. 
A t one 
time, 
when they w ere several 
miles 
from camp, a heavy storm set in, 
which in a short tim e w hipped 
into a blizzard. 
M ann and his 
companions w ere forced to climb 
over a high 
m ountain 
divide 
above tim ber line, about 
11,000 
feet elevation, to reach their base 
camp. 
Tears cam e ou t of their 
eyes and froze on th eir faces as 
they hiked into the teeth of the 
gale. Icicles hung from their eye­ 
lids. They lost the trail, and the 
guide let one of the pack horses 
go, which led them back to camp. 
Fine Excursion 
“I am so enthusiastic over this 
trip and especially over the fine 
service and treatm ent w e receiv­ 
ed at the hands of our guide and 
packer, Mr. Brogan of 
Corwin 
Springs, that I w ill be happy to 
give inform ation to anyone here 
in Palm Springs 
interested 
in 
making a big-gam e h u n t into th at 
region,” Mr. M ann stated. 
“Mr. 
Brogan, besides being an excel­ 
lent guide, has the finest equip­ 
ment and horses available. 
Ac­ 
commodations 
are 
com fortable, 
and one can h u n t right out of his 
place a few m iles at the proper 
tim e of the year, w hen 
heavy 
w inter storm s come to Y ellow ­ 
stone P ark and drive the elk to 
lower w inter grazing 
grounds,” 
Mann said. 
. 
10.000 Elk 
It is estim ated by gam e offi­ 
cials th at about 10,000 elk 
m i­ 
grate out of this particular side 
of the national park each w inter, 
and the season is kept open as 
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.
